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1 . This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation

The inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as 
claimed can be practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the 
apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. 
(MPEP § 806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed in Group 1 can be used to 
practice another and materially different process than that of claims 12-19 of Group 2 
such as calibrating other than using at least one of phase and amplitude of a signal 
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measured through a clipping diode. For instance frequency could be monitored or 
phase or amplitude monitored from some other point might be used. The process as 
claimed in claim 20 of Group 2 can be practiced by another and materially different 
apparatus than that of Group 1 such as one not requiring switch between a clipping 
diode and a voltage source, etc. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group 1 is not required for Group 2, and vice-versa, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
